In May, Adelaide City were unlucky in not qualifying for 
the 2003 NSL Grand final in Perth an excellent overall performance. 


In April the Crawford report was released recommending sweeping and 
positive changes to the administration of soccer in Australia including calling 
for the resignation of the Board in office at the time. 


In July after a lot of unnecessary disruption to the game, Frank Lowy and his 
Board were finally elected to revitalise Australian soccer. 


On 31 August, Adelaide City decided to pull out of the National League. 


On 2 September, Adelaide United with the financial support and initiative of 
Gordon Pickard and the South Australian Soccer Federation, was formed and 
only five weeks later played its first game against Brisbane Strikers in front of a 
capacity crowd at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Finally, only this week, we have seen the release of the blue print for a new National 
Soccer League in Australia of which Adelaide United will strive to be a member. 


Overall from a soccer angle, I think 2003 has been a positive year. Nationally 
we have a respected and credible group running the game nationally under 
Frank Lowy’s leadership. Locally, we have Adelaide United which is acting as 
a unifying force of all the stakeholders, including the public, the media and the 
corporates. 


I hope when you reflect on your year, you conclude that it has also been a 
positive one and I on behalf of all involved in Adelaide United wish you and 
your families a Merry Christmas and a Happy and prosperous 2004.

community, Olympic's crowds helped the NSL to sustain itself through these tough times. 


In 1990 Olympic won three sudden-death finals games to again reach a Grand Final. But now Olympic's moment of glory finally arrived. 
Buoyed on by the majority ofa 26,352-strong Parramatta Stadium audience, Olympic beat Marconi in the 1989/90 season climax 2-0. 


With its large support and a relatively bare trophy cabinet, Olympic was the true 'sleeping giant! of the league in its first twenty five years. 
The club were also considered nomads as it wandered around Sydney's southern and western suburbs trying establish a firm home base. 


But with Championship success in 2001/02 (a 1-0 Grand Final win over Perth), and another Grand Final appearance in 2002/03 (lost 2-0 to 
Perth), the sleeping giant tag has finally been lifted. The club recently moved back from an experimental move to Sydney's Sutherland Shire, 
to Kogarah - much closer to Olympic's traditional heartland. A huge turn-over of players in 2003 made the start of the current season a 
difficult one, but some recent signings of more experienced players (Brett Hughes, George Goutzioulis, Troy Halpin) has made things easier.

From then on United regained control with Shane Smeltz (76th 
minute) and Veart (86th minute) finishing it off. The goal from 
Smeltz (ironically a New Zealand representative) was made after 
he got in the way of a shot from Nick Budin — Smeltz smartly 
directing the ball into goal with his chest.

aussie highs and lows 
Allan Crisp 


It was no surprise when FIFA continued its unfair 
attitude towards the Oceania Confederation by main- 
taining the area as the only group NOT to allow its 
champion nation direct entry into the World Cup finals. 


Oceania, kept under the thumb, yet again, will have to play the fifth 
placed South American team as the last indignant straw of its 
qualification battle. 

This time there will be a subtle difference with OFC heavyweights, 
Australia and New Zealand granted first round byes. This concession 
should halt the embarrassing lop sided scorelines of past campaigns. 
Instead, the Socceroos and the Kiwis will rest, while Tahiti, New 
Caledonia, Tonga, Cook Islands and Solomon Islands slug out 
Group |, leaving Fiji Vanuatu, Papua New Guinea, Samoa and 
American Samoa to sort out their differences in Group 2. 

In two previous play-offs against South American sides (Argentina in 
1993 and Uruguay in 2001), the Socceroos and their opponents drew 
lots to decide who would play at home first. 

Australia won the draw for the clash with Argentina, but rather than 
taking the popular decision of playing the first leg at home, took the 
reverse option. The lure of an Argentina team led by the legendary 
Diego Maradona paid off handsomely as the ASF pocketed Australian 
soccer’s first million dollar gate as the fans filled the Sydney Football 
Stadium. Australia held Argentina to a creditable 1-1 draw, courtesy 
of an Aurelio Vidmar goal, but lost the return leg 0-1. 

It was home again first in 2001 when the Socceroos toppled Uruguay 
1-0 only to crash 0-3 in Montevideo. 

Those set-backs rank as some of Australian sport's darkest lowlights, 
along with Don Bradman’s final Test innings duck and Steve Waugh’s 
recent farewell First’Test innings failure at the Gabba against India. 
The 1998 second-leg game against Iran at the MCG unhappily joins 
the disaster list after Australia blew a two-goal lead to allow Iran a 2-2 
draw which sank the Socceroos World Cup aspirations yet again.

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There was an even greater embarrassment in 1982 when Australia failed 
for the first time to progress past the first stage of World Cup qual- 
ification, crashing out to NZ, which progressed to the finals in Spain. 
It was not all bad news for Australian soccer, however, as there have 
been some marvellous highlights over the years. 

The Socceroos 1974 World Cup finals appearance under Rale Rasic 
can never be erased from the history books. Nor can Australia’s 1983 
draws with England (1-1 and 0-0) be easily forgotten. 

The superb effort by Frank Arok in coaching Australia to an amazing 
4-1 victory over Argentina in 1988 was a high point of the 
charismatic manager’s career. 

1992 was a stellar year for the Australian national team as it twice 
downed Croatia (3-1 and 1-0) and triumphed over the USA 1-0 
before earning two 1-0 wins over Sweden. Three years later the 
Socceroos beat Japan 2-1 and forced a scoreless draw with Colombia. 
In 1997 Australia downed Uruguay 1-0 in the Continental Champion- 
ships, the same series that brought a scoreless draw with Brazil and a 
3-1 win over Mexico. The successful 12-months of 97 also brought a 
3-0 win over Hungary, a 1-0 win against Macedonia, the same result 
against Norway and a 2-1 victory over the Korean Republic. 
Another success (1-0) against Korea followed in 1998, but there were 
more plaudits gained in 2000 when the Socceroos downed Scotland 
2-0, toppled Paraguay 2-1 and humbled Hungary 3-0 before earning 
draws with Bulgaria (1-1) and Slovakia (0-0). 

More credible performances occurred in 2001 with a 1-1 draw 
against France and commendable Confederation Cup wins over 
Brazil (1-0), France (1-0), and a 2-0 success against Mexico. 

And just in case we forget. There was that 3-1 win over England in 
England earlier this year.
